College Board Reserves Condemnation Right 


Threat 
Issued on 
Ryan Site 


Coachella Valley Junior College 
District trustees last mght "mov­ 
ed decisively" for their first con­ 
clusive action on a college site. 
Backing up their determination 
to acquire the college site of their 
choice, junior college district trus­ 
tees last night issued a " p o l i t e 
threat" of legal action by approv­ 
ing a resolution of intent to con­ 
demn 340 acres of privately own­ 
ed land at Indian Wells Cove. 


BUT, COLLEGE of the Desert 
President Roy McCall told trus­ 
tees that their action doesn't obli­ 
gate thorn to proceed with formal 
condemnatiofi of the prospective 
college site, owned by oilman Ray 
Ryan and Barney Hinkle. 
"This doesn't commit the board, 
but it does clear the decks for 
condemnation," McCall told trus­ 
tees at their regular board meet­ 
ing in Palm 
Desert 
last night. 
"We should equip ourselves for 
further action.” 


McCALL SAID THE resolution 
was recommended by C o u n t y 
Counsel Ray Sullivan. McCall said 
that the resolution will serve to 
"tie down the price" and prevent 
an "artificial 
increase” 
in 
the 
property value. 
It will not render the board lia­ 
ble for further action along this 
line, McCall said, quoting Sullivan, 
but will serve as something of a 
"peaceful 
threat," which 
would 
not affect "natural" property val­ 
ue increases." 


McCALL ADVISED the board 
ho adopt the resolution, pointing 
out (hat "the board must move 
decisively to a conclusion on a 
Bite." 


However, it was explained, this 
action does not constitute a final 
conclusion and does not preclude 
further negotiations for three other 
prospective s i t e s for the future 
Coilege of the Desert. 
Bosrd action followed hard on 
the heels of 
further 
negotiation 
yesterday with property o w n e r 
Ryan. 


THE RESOLUTION, adopted by 
four of the five board members, 
was also shadowed by th« first 
glimmerings of what m ay grow 
into district - wide 
controversy 
over the Indian Wells Cove site 
east of Palm Desert. 
Board Member1 David McGahey 
abstained from voting on the res­ 
olution after quaetioning the alle­ 
gation that the board would not 
incur any liability. 
Board President Don 
Mitchell 
reponed that the site committee 
m et with Ryan for the third thne 
yesterday and climaxed negotia­ 
tions with, at least, an exchange 
of offers. 


MITCHELL SAID Rvan would 
aeU all 
but 
the 
Highway 
ill 
frontage of the property and quot­ 
ed a price for the remainder. The 
remainder of the property ie ac­ 
ceptable to the board, 
but the 
price is prohibitive, Mitchell said. 
In prior negotiations. Ryan said 
he wouldn't sell the land, original­ 
ly offered by Hinkle at *800,000, 
"for any price," according to dis­ 
trict officials.

BOARD MEMBERS greeted the 
bint of a prospective controversy 
over the prospective site as an 
"unfortunate situation." 
The Desert Sun reported yester­ 
day that the Cathedral City Cham­ 
ber of Commerce formally oppos­ 
ed the Indian Wells Cove site be­ 
cause it is not close enough to the 
valley's population center. 
A consensus of Palm Springs 
Chamber directors also favored a 
location closer to Palm Springs. 


BOARD 
PRESIDENT’ Mitchell 
expressed concern and regret ov­ 
er any possible conflict between 
communities of the east and west 
portions of the Coachella Valley.

NEW YORK «in - Blues sing­ 
er Billie Holiday died early today 
in Metropolitan Hospital after a 
long illness. She was 44. 
Miia Holiday entered the hospi­ 
tal May 3! in serious 
condition 
with several 
ailments. 
D e a t h , 
which came at 3.20 a m. (e.d.t.i, 
today, was caused by "congestion 
of the lungs, complicated by fail­ 
ure of the heart," an associate 
said. 


HER HUSBAND, Louis McKay, 
had been with her until a few mo­ 
ments before her death, the hos­ 
pital said. 
The Negro singer, who had hit 
the top of her profession, then fell 
to the depths in the throes of nar­ 
cotics addiction, was said to have 


licked the habit and to have been 
on her way back when, in t h e 
words of her booking agent, "her 
motor just wore out." 


SHE HAD BEEN arrested on a 
narcotics charge 
after entering 
the hospital when a nurse found 
tell-tale signs of white powder op 
her face. Her attorney told t b e 
court at that time that she would 
"never leave her bed." 
Joe Glaser, president of Associ­ 
ated Booking Corp., said " t h i s 
sickness is not the direct result 
of her using dope. It's the result 
of a concoction of everything she 
did in the last 20 years.” Glaser 
said she began drinking heavily 
after she beat the narcotics habit 
and neglected her health.

Jam es Roy. an automobile deal­ 
er. is one man who remembers 
only too well what a steel strike 
can do. 
"H ie last one nearly wiped me 
out,” he said. "If this one goes 
on long, it could finish the job on 
m e.”

saloons and taverns aren't t o o 
worried right now. They say they 
get some business during a walk­ 
out “ 'cause the guys have too 
much time on their hands a n d 
have nothing else to do.” 
But the tavernkeeper's h e a d- 
ache comes later, when the stnks 
is over.

American Patience With Soviet Visitors 


M ay Pay O ff In W ider Spread of Truth 


Nearsighted Mr. Magoo Status of World Peace 


Now th*t visits to th* United States 
bj’ htjh ranking Russian officials seem 
to be in the process of becoming a prob­ 
able periodic occurrence, an interesting 
pattern of reaction is beginning to make 
itself apparent among Americans gen­ 


erally. 
Significant 
aimilaritiea 
are 
easily 
noted In the attitude of the American 
‘public as evidenced towards the two 
most recent top Soviet visitors in the 
persona of deputies Mikoyan and Koz­ 
lov. 
The outstanding and universal feat­ 
ure of American behavior with respect 
to touring Red leaders, as reflected in 
the preet widely noted by expert ob­ 
servers, is one of polite and restrained 
but none the less deep seated resent­ 
ment against according the “red car­ 
pet treatment” to such Russians. This 
ta soundly stated to be because these 
men were prominently responsible for 
yhaas purges, executions and blood baths 
aueli- aa occurred in Hungary, and insti­ 
gators of the numerous and recurring 
••Jnddents" involving unprovoked at­ 
tacks against and frequent imprison­ 
ment hr dentention of Americans. 


The second principal similar reaction 
by local eittsens of these United States 
during such visite is one of distinct dis­ 
trust Of the "peaceful” protestations of 
the Soviet emissaries. Uttering of high 
sounding phrases and meaningless plat­ 
itude* fool no one. Beneath this thinly 
veiled veneer most Americans hav e de­ 
tected Russian determination and con­ 
fidence in undermining this nation via 
eirbrate economic competition and the 
political “cold” war. 
In view of the many reasons Ameri­ 
cans have for snubbing, excluding or 
even 
openly 
demonstrating 
against 
Russian Communist leaders, also for 
disbelieving every word they speak, the 
people of this country are deserving of 
praise for their good judgm ent in de­ 
ciding to quietly accede to the present 
diplomatic policy of polite formal en­ 
durance of official and civilian ex­ 
changes of visitors between the two na­ 
tions. 
Any other course could easily disturb 


international affairs and create new dif­ 


ficulties. 
As it is, America actually stands to 
lose little to touring Reds. Our major 
nuclear secrets have long since been 
stolen and sent to Russia by the net­ 
work of Communist spies with which 
this country has been infested for dec­ 
ades. The present space race depends 
more upon speed than secrecy. 
On the other hand, top Soviets may 
learn and become convinced of a num­ 
ber of im portant facts and truths which 
in the long run will work to our advan­ 
tage. One of these was driven home dur­ 
ing Kozlov's short sojourn when his 
chance statem ent, that Russia had re­ 
paid the United States in gold for ex­ 
tensive aid rendered to that country 
during its great famine, was pointed out . 
to be false and he adm itted his mis- < 
take. Apparently the First Deputy had 
either believed Russian propaganda or 
failed to acquaint himself thoroughly 
as to what was true and what was false 
about America in “boning” up on the 
published Soviet versions. Every visi­ 
tor from Russia must observe many 
other things which give the “lie” to So­ 
viet claims even though not so openly 
admitted. 
, 
In the long range view severa! obvi­ 
ous conclusions can be drawn as to 
eventual results if interchange of vis­ 
iting. both official and civilian, contin­ 
ues. Even the Russian hierarchy will 
soon receive about the same notice and 
attention 
as 
similar 
representatives 
from other nations. Americans will 
learn more about Russia, particularly 
her shortcomings as compared to the 
privileges and bounteous life in these 
United States. And Russians in turn can 
not help but discover truths about Am­ 
erica dispelling many of the m yths 
about capitalism and warmongering. 
Frequent face to face meetings w ith 
the Russians m ay accomplish little on 
the surface at the time, but since tru th 
is regarded as a key weapon when in 
one’s favor, and we have it overwhelm­ 
ingly on our side, the more often and 
effectively it is used, the better. 
The greater the spread of truth about 
the free world, the less it has to fear 
from Communism.
